Mystery surrounding the murder of 
a small boy, whose charred body was 
found upon an improvised funeral pyre 


near the Desplaines river in Forest | 


Park Saturday, was believed cleared 
up yesterday by the discovery of the 
bodies of the boy’s mother and foster 
father, dead apparently in a suicide 
pact, in their Austin apartment. 

The bodies of the couple, Arthur 
{Jack] MacEwen, 35 years old, a sales- 
man, and his wife, Mrs. Helen Mac- 
Kenzie MacEwen, 32 years old, were 
found when relatives and police en- 
tered the MacEwen,flat at 2 South 
Mayfield avenue. 

This discovery led to the identifica- 
tion of the boy, whose body had been 
lying all night unclaimed in an under- 
taking establishment, as Robert Mac- 
Kenzie, 11 years old, son of Mrs. Mac- 
Ewen by a.former marriage. The boy's 
skull had been crushed and he had 
been beaten. 

Letter Links Up 

A letter written by MacEwen to his 

sister, Miss Cora MacEwen, 1308 South 


57th avenue, Ciswro, supplied the link, 
in the opirion c.

The eighteenth amendment never should have 
been enacted, and it ought to be repealed; but 
unwise and often vicious in ite consequences aa it 
has proved, its repeal is not worth the risk in- 
volved in calling a convention. The alternative 
method of initiating the repeal in congress for sub- 
mission to the states avoids the danger inherent in 
a convention and, incidentally, is no more 
to fail of achieving its objective. 


TO HELP DRY STATES BE 
THEMSELVES. 


When Rig Bill was in Brunswick, Ga, giving 
himself a week's conditioning for his present efforts 
of the campaign reports came back indicating that 
everything was truly southern and congenial. It 
was published for the envy of the north that the 
southerners have the eighteenth amendment and 
the Volstead act just where they want them. 
Although Brunswick is open to seaborne rum traffic, 
the natives v'lll have little or nothing to do with it. 
The Georgia gentleman does not like the Bahama 
stuff as well as he likes his own corn liquor. That 
shows his good taste. 

The south always did know how to make corn 
liquor. Volstead did not take the gift away. The 
stills turn out an honest product and there are 
plenty of them. The producers do not have to 
cook a foul mash up some dirty alley. They work 
in the sweet and wide open places with a pure 
water supply. They take their time, age their 
stuff, and supply the market with a high grade 
article. Reports of similar conditions indicate a 
happy chivalry and peasantry elsewhere, in Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, Mississippi, and 
Louisiana. Florida for a time had completely sepa- 
rated itself from the eighteenth amendment and 
was notoriously and scandalously pleased with 
itself. The fourteenth and fifteenth amendments 
apply to the whites and the eighteenth to the 
blacks. That gives every one a run for his money 
and is as equitable an adjustment of amendments 
to conditions as could be made. 

We are not reproaching these states for their 
habits. Presumably they know what they want 
and probably what is good for them. But we have 
a suggestion for Wayne B. Wheeler. It is that 
enforcement be concentrated in the states which 
say they want prohibition and evidently can’t help ) 
themselves to it. The south votes dry. That ex- 
presses a principle and a conviction. ' 
People ovkht to be aided to get what they vote 
for. Mr. Wheeler would never consent to dimin- 
ish any efforts in the wet states and we'd not ask 
him to. In devoting more attention to the 
states we'd not suggest that he devote less than he 
is now to the states which do not want prohibitioh. 
The idea is that additional appropriations be 
made for the south, another thirty millions to be 
used in the dry states. It is preposterous that 
states which vote with Mr. Wheeler in every con- 
gress and on every bill as he directs should be de- 
serted by him and the enforcers of the Volstead 
act. Thus they are exposed to their own wayward 
impulses and the temptations of good corn liquor. 
Does Mr. Wheeler think this shows gratitude? 
These are peculiarly wards of his and he turns 
from them, They want to be dry and they can’t. 
They want government help and they can’t get it. 
No one pays any attention to them. We'd never 
condone or tolerate sending the army back to en- 
force the fourteenth and fifteenth amendments be- 
cause the voting population does rot want these 
amendments, but it would not only be generous, it 
would be right, to send the troops in to support the 
eighteenth amendment. The voting population 
does want that. People ought to get for them- 
selves what they vote for if it takes the army and 
navy of the United States to give it to them.

LONDON, March 20.—The serious re- 
action of the oil boomlet of a month 
ago was the outstanding feature of the 
operations in stocks and shares this 
week. The drastic cut in the retail 
price of gasoline was the chief cause 
of the tumbling down of the markets. 

The cut was regarded as a direct 
thrust by the oil combine against the 
independent companies, who have been 
selling bootieg gasoline, chiefly from 
the Russian fields, increasing ship- 
ments of which now are arriving here 
regularly. How long the price cutting 
war of the big distributing concerns 
will continue it is impossible to indi- 
cate, but the operators believe that the 
combines all decided to go out for the 
bootleggers this time and swamp them 
under. Additional price cuts are immi- 
nent. 

The effect on share prices was strong, 
heavy realizations having been in prog~ 
ress all week. Throughout the list 
quotations moved back to former levels 
and in many cases lower than before 
last month’s boomlets The leaders 
showed up badly. These included Anglo- 
Persians, which were down 1% to well 
under 6; Burmahs, Shells, and Meican 
Bagies, all of which were badly 
knocked. 

Steel, therefore, was setting the lead 
and the markets generally lacked vital- 
ity. Most sections were overshadowed 
by the coming budget, which, in view of 
last year’s upheaval, is not expected 
to make a brilliant showing.

Now is this anything at all for a 
luncheon menu?

fresh supply of energy if we have used 
up a lot—we have something to sw 
stain us.

It is one of my 
hobbies to begin to put on digestive 
horsepower at my lips, and to keep 
the power on with »very mouthful.
